PROVINCES & MUNICIPALITIES 
MUST JOIN IN GENERAL 
EMPLOYMENT SCHEMES 
- OTTAWA—Four million dollars for 
“direct relief” is set aside as a max 
imum for this purpose under the regu 
lations officially announced respect- 
ing the $20,000,000 unemployment 
meagure passed at the special session 
of parliament. It is understood that 
the money will be available immed- 
tately to meet conditions in certain 

localities especially. 

This amount of $4,000,000 it is stipu 
lated is to pay ome-third of the ex- 
penditiures of municipalities for direct 
relief where suitable work cannot be 
provided for the unemployed and one 
half of direct relief in unorganized 
distaticts. The minister of labor is em 
powered ‘to enter into agreements 
with provinces for payment by such 
provincial governments of one-third 
of municipal expenditures for such 
direct recief. 

Provision is also made for the min 
ister of labor to enter into agree- 
ments with provinces for a 25 per 
cent Dominion contribution, 25 per 
cent provincial contribution and 
50 per cent contribution from muni- 
cipglitties for construction of such 
public works and undertakings as 
may be necessary ‘to provide suitable 
work in municipalities for the unem- 
ployed, 

A certain elasticity where munici- 
Pallities ‘are unable tto bear the bur- 
den of a 50 per cent contribution is 
prOViged for in respect to varying the 
preportion of the cost to be borme by 
provincial and Dominion governments 
In the case of the carrying on by pro 
vinotal governments of pubiic works 
improvements and other undertakings 
to assist in providing suitable work 
for the unempleyed, agreements may 
be entered respecting the cost to be 
borne by thé provincial and Domin- 
foh governments “in such proportions 
as may be agreed upon” 

Payment of fair wages and pro- 
visions for an eight-hour day stipu- 
lations that political affiliation should 
not interfere with 'the giving of jobs 
and a clause for preference to resi- 
dents in the localities in which the 
works are being constructed are also 
contained in ‘the regulation. The prov 
incial governments are to furnish cer 
tificates to the Dominion authorities 
in respect to the expenditures. 

The regulations announced by Hon 
G. D. Robortson, minister of labor 
were approved at a meeting of the 
cabinet.

ANNUAL FIRE 0s 
EXCEEDS FORTY MIL 


Fire Prevention Week which is set 
for next week October 5th to 11th 
bas been in force for @ mumber of 
years and has been made g0 by a 
Proclamation of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, because of the fact that the 
average annual loss by fite exdéedd 
$40,000,000 and that more ‘thar 200 
persons annually lose their jives a8 & 
result of fire. 

This waste represented in tétms oi 
human life, money, labor, time and 
natural resources, canmot be re-créat 
ed but is an absolute ang irrevocable 
loss largely distributed fover the en- 
tire population through fhe agency of 
fire imsurance which ‘imposes an in- 
escapable and burdensome tax upon 
industry. * 

Reliable statistics show us that at 
least 80 per cent of the fires which 
occur originate either ‘directly or in- 
directly ‘through je ignor- 
ance “and neglect and are ‘therefore 
preventable and that the exercise or 
feasonable prudence and proper care 
fulness on the part of responsible in- 
dividuals would reduce the losses -by 
fire in Canada to the comparatively 
insignificant proportions of losses in 
other countries. 

It is very desirable, that the atten 
tion of the public be directed ‘to the 
extent and underlying causes of the 
preventable loss of life and property 
by fire and ‘to the best and most prac 
t'cable means for its control aud 
thatt a specific period of the year be 
set apant and properly designated for 
the dissemination of such informa- 
tion.

OTTAWA—When the western prov 
inces take over the natunal resources 


to day (Oct. 1) in sequence to the a- 


greements ratified by themselves and 
the Dominion parliament, about 850 
government employees will be affect- 
ed.

As pointed out in the official docu- 
ment the average loss of insurable 
property by fire in Camada is over 
$40,000,000 and the anmual loss of 
life from the same cause averages 
200 persons. This waste of life, mon- 
ey, labour, time and regources ig ir-

of living. Reliable statistics show 
that at leaet SO perscent of the fires 
causing these losses are due to. pre- 
ventable causes, therefore ‘Fire Pre- 
vention Week” is organised to im- 
press on all Canadians the need for 
rigidly folowing ¢1l fire provention 
regulations. The municipalities are 
requested to do everything in their 
powcr to enforce fire prevention 
measures, teachers are exhorted to 
talk to the children on the subject 
householders are requested to clean 
up from around their premises all 
inflammable rubbish and one and all 
are asked to join im the’ crusade 
against “fire.” 

We understand that during the 
week specified, the Council will con- 
duct a rigid inspection of yards, lots, 
buildings, stove pipes, etc. in order 
to reduce fire hazards to a minimum.

The maintemance of soil fertility is 
absolutely essential to KcHeaN| 
farming. Uniess the soil is in fertile 
condition it is impossible to produce 
lange crops and lange orops are & 
prerequisite to profitable farmmg, 
observe field husbandry experts of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. The adoption of a good sys- 
tem of crop rotation involves no ad- 
ditionay expense and is the most ef- 
fective way in which to maintain the 
fertility of the soil and thereby in- 
crease the yield of farm crops. In 
addition, crop notations assist in the 
control of weeds, and help to keep in 
check insect pests and fumgous dis- 
eases. The labour on the farm, too, 
is better distributed throughout the 
season when suitable acreages of var 
ious crops, planted and harvested at 
different times, are grown in rota- 
tion. :

The Poultry Division of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
calls attention to the fact that it does 
not pay to hold eggs for a rise in the 
market. Past experience proves that 
holding eggs is a decidely unwise 
practice amd does only harm to the 
egg trade in general, particularly 
when eggs are held under any condi- 
tion other than up-to-date cold stor- 
age. The old practice of country 
stores holding eggs for mixing with 
fresh stock on a favourable market 
has almost entirely disappeared and, 
in any event, grading shows the oid 
eggs up at once. Consumers who pay 
the price for real fresh eggs expect 
to get what they buy. Eggs should 
be shipped promptly to market at all 
seasons of the year.

tawa the other day. The valua- 
tion includes the fur harvest, game 
fish and their attendant effect upon 
the manufacturers of firearms and 
fishing tackle not to mention rail- 
ways, tourist camps, magazine pub- 
lishers and others who derive a 
certain revenue from this source. 


Badges will be worn by all big 
game hunters in New Brunswick 
during the seasen opening Septem- 
ber 15 for Geer and Octagber 1 for 
moose. During the recent year 
all non-resident anglers in New 
Brunswick have worn badges and 
the system has proved so satisfac- 
tory as to render extension of the 
plan to shooting advisable. 


This year’s crop of grapes in the 
Niagara fruit belt, between Hamil- 
ton and Niagara Falls, Ont., is ex- 
pected to reach about 68,000,000 
lbs., an increase of 15 per cent. 
over the 1929 crop. The crop is 
now being harvested. 

A shipment of 128 live cattle 
from farms in Ontario went for- 
ward recently to England, the first 
in 18 months. It was consigned 
to buyers in Manchester. The ship- 
ment, though comparatively small, 
is regarded by the live stock trade 
as marking resumption of Canada’s 
export trade in cattle to the 
British market.

Canada’s First Electric Tug 


6 ed first electrically-driven tug 
to be built in Canada was 
launched at Lauzon, Que., re- 
cently, when the ‘‘Prescotont’, 
Diesel-electric tug for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Car and Passenger 
Transfer Company’s service be- 
tween Prescott, Ont., and Ogdens- 
burg, N.Y., slipped gracefully into 
the waters of the St. Lawrence 
after the traditional bottle of 
champagne had been broken across 
her bows by Mrs. Duff,. wife of 
M. McD. Duff, manager of the 
Canadian Pacific Great Lakes 
Steamship Service. As a pioneer 


feature in Canadian shipping, the 
Diesel-electric engines with which 
the new vessel is equipped, are 
of special interest to marine 
engineers. Each of 500 H.P., they 
are directly connected to twin 
generators capable of delivering 
330 kilowatts, each at 250 volts, 
when operated at 245 revolutions 
per minute. 

In operation, a car barge with 
three ‘tracks for 16 hundred-ton 
cars, will be lashed to the star 
board counter of the tug which it 
will be possible to control either 
from its own wheel-house or from 
the bridge of the car barge.

The 
expense is very small, the birds re- 
quire very little oare cither winter or 
summer, they are almost immune 
from disease, and a gosling once 
hatched is almost eure to develop.

We have enough flies, mosquitoes, 
moths, grasshoppers, ants, roaches, 
and other insects outside without in- 
viting or even allowing them in our 
homes, 

If we could elmininate aly infurious 
insects we would almost inéstantan- 
eously eliminate much of our disease 

Many insects are’ very hard to get 
rid of, yet with a little care some of 
the most undesirable may be banish- 
ed. ~ 

Even the obnoxious bedbug will 
seek new pastures if the beddings, 
wall cracks, and arty crevices in the 
room are weil spread with plain old- 
fashioned kerosene or coal oi. 

If fluoride of sodium js blown thro- 
ugh a bellows into the cracks around 
drain pipes and places where cock- 
roaches scamper, it will not be long 
before these pests (irr upon their 
backs. It is interesting to kriow’ that 
roaches walk through this powder 
and then attempt to clean it off by 
drawing their legs through their 
mouths—thus poisoning themselves. 

Care should be taken with this 
roach powder, however, as it looks so 
much like baking powder that more 
than the roaches might be poisoned. 

Do not depend too much upon ce- 
dar chests attempting to avoid moths 
The young hatched in a cedar chest 
will probably die but an adult moth 
or full grown grub can live in the 
chest for several weeks. Be sure, 
therefore, that clothing is well brush 
ed inside and out before it is packed 
away.
